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HOW MANYTIMES must Bob Dylan be called, 
before he’ll accept his Nobel? And how many 
times must the Swedes be ignored, before 
they give up on their quest? The answer, my 
friends, is — well, actually, it seems Nobel 
organizers have reached their limit of friendly 
emails and phone calls to Dylan and his 
people. The famously reclusive artist has yet 
to accept his recently awarded Nobel Prize 
in literature, or RSVP to the celebration in 
Stockholm on December 10. “I have called 
and sent emails to his closest collaborator 
and received very friendly replies,” Sara 
Danius, the academy’s permanent secre¬ 
tary, told Radio Sweden. “For now, that is 
certainly enough.”

Edina mayor says city ‘will learn from’ 
black man’s arrest video

dina’s first official reaction to the 
arrest of Larnie Thomas was a 
defensive one. 

On Friday, as the internet 
reacted to the video of Thomas getting 
arrested for walking in the street, the city 
rushed out a statement explaining what 
happened around noon last Wednesday In 
short: What happened was Thomas’ fault, 
and the woman who filmed the incident 
was putting everyone there at risk. 

That woman, Janet Rowles, who is 
white, says explicitly she pulled over to 
film Thomas’ interaction with a cop because 
she worried the 34-year-old Minneapolis 
man might be mistreated “because of his 
ethnicity.” 

Rowles says she and other motorists 
were able to easily drive past Thomas, 
who had been forced into the roadway 
due to a sidewalk closure, because he was 
“literally walking down the white line that 


marks the shoulder.” 

She tells a different story than the one the 
officer (and the city) had. In its statement, 
Edina said Thomas was walking “in the 
southbound lane of traffic,” and the cop 
needed to pull over and speak to him due 
to “the risk to the safety of the public.” 

Thomas was cited with disorderly 
conduct and failure to obey a traffic signal 
as a pedestrian, a crime that doesn’t seem 
to be much of an issue for all the white 
folks jaywalking carefree in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul every day. 

On Sunday, Edina Mayor Jim Hovland 
struck a different tone in a statement 
addressing Thomas’ arrest. Hovland says 
the cop was “following established protocol” 
in confronting Thomas. But that might not 
be a good thing. 

“[Edina] will review that protocol and 
determine how to better approach this 
type of incident with greater sensitivity 


in the future,” Hovland said. 

The mayor says any such changes would 
be made with city officials working in 
concert with “other organizations.” The 
Minneapolis NAACP was quick to seize on 
the arrest of Thomas, and the immediate 
defensive position the city took, as evidence 
of a systemic problem there. The activist 
group called for a six-point list of demands 
to be met, includingthe suspension without 
pay of officer Tim Olson, pending results of 


an independent investigation, and a formal 
apology from Mayor Hovland and Police 
Chief Dave Nelson to Thomas. 

Hovland’s statement stopped short of 
apologizing, though the mayor observed 
that the pedestrian citations Thomas faced 
will be dropped. According to Hovland, 
Thomas was not taken to jail after the 
video ended, but was instead “driven to a 
nearby shopping mall at his request and 
released.” -mike mullen

News You Can Abuse 

Anoka County saves money and loses face 


A stack of papers gets dropped off 
inside the Anoka County govern¬ 
ment center each week. The pages 
sit largely unnoticed until someone 
comes along to throw them in the recycling. 

It’s a simple product, the Anoka County 
Record. Three pages of regular printer paper, 
each copy neatly folded in half. Frills? The 
Anoka County Record doesn’t even have 
staples. 

The front page of a recent edition featured 
a list of people running for city council in 
various suburbs, and the language of a bal¬ 
lot question to fund a community center in 
Blaine. But it gets livelier inside. 

That’s where readers are treated to the 
“Anoka County Watchdog,” penned by one 
Harold Hamilton. His pieces — disclaimed 
as a “PAID ADVERTISEMENT” - are best 
described as political jags where he airs his 
grievances at thousands of words a pop. 

In August, Hamilton slammed candi¬ 
dates for the Anoka County Board — one 
is supported by “uber wealthy DFL donors 
who have contributed enormous sums to 
Democrats” — and rants about “Hillary and 
Slick Willie,” and Gov. Mark “Dayton’s army 
of accountants, lawyers, and tax advisers.” 

Not exactly the news from Lake Woe- 
begon. 

The last few pages are even less interest¬ 
ing. By Minnesota law, counties must publish 
their official legal notices — such as bank¬ 
ruptcies, business filings, and foreclosure 
announcements. These are the fine print 
of classifieds, informing Anoka citizens of 
things like the registration of “FootHealth 
Pedorthic Services” in Andover. 

The Anoka County Record won the con¬ 
tract to handle them, making it the official 
paper of record for the county. 


The paper is published and largely 
assembled by one man, John Kysylycyzn. 
It’s a tough name. He’s done well with it. 

Elected mayor of Roseville in 1999 at the 
tender age of 27, Kysylycyzn (pronounced 
kiss-e-LISH-en) flamed out after one stormy 
term in which he tangled with media and 
fellow officials. He learned a lot about both. 

Kysylycyzn became a political consul¬ 
tant and started publishing his glorified 
pamphlet in 2011. 

How’d a guy with twice as many conso¬ 
nants in his surname as years of publish¬ 
ing experience convince Anoka County to 
trust it with the legal business of its 330,000 
constituents? 

Simple. First, he sued. Then he made the 
county an offer it couldn’t refuse. 

Kysylycyzn argued that cities and coun¬ 
ties are legally obligated to pick the “low¬ 
est [cost] responsive, responsible bidder,” 
a phrase he repeats in conversation like 
a Zen mantra. Conveniently, the statute 
makes no mention of quality. 

“Some people try to twist the publication 
of public notices into some sort of public 
policy issue, a political decision,” Kysyly¬ 
cyzn says. “It’s not. Minnesota law is very 
clear on this.” 

Kysylycyzn sensed weakness in the Anoka 
County Union, asmall, struggling, traditional 
suburban paper, and underbid it for the 
county’s business. He promised to do the 
county’s paperwork gig for $15,000, about 
a quarter of what Anoka paid previously. 

The County Union, part of the ABC 
Newspapers chain, has a circulation of 
about 4,200. Kysylycyzn prints a 10th of 
that. But his price was persuasive. 

“We made the decision in the best inter¬ 
est of taxpayers,” says Rhonda Sivarajah, 


Anoka County Board chairwoman. “We 
went with the lowest-cost bidder, the lowest 
qualified bidder.” 

The decision was controversial, but Kysy¬ 
lycyzn writes off his detractors as a “small 
group of politically opinionated people,” 
who allege his dealings with the county 
are the result of professional connections. 
(He set up Sivarjah’s campaign website in 
2012, though she says they don’t have an 
ongoingbusiness relationship.) 

They also say the Record is a right-wing 
rag. 

Their main evidence is Kysylycyzn’s asso¬ 
ciation with Harold Hamilton, the “watch¬ 
dog” who happens to own the building that 
houses Kyslycyzn’s office. 

Hamilton, who owns the Micro Control 
tech company in Minneapolis, is among the 
most givingRepublican donors in Minnesota 
history: Since just 2015, he and his wife 
Elanor have donated $58,000 to Republican 
candidates in-state. 

Hamilton’s also generous on the federal 
level, where he’s given about $160,000 to 
the party and people like U.S. Reps. Michele 
Bachmann, John Kline, and Erik Paulsen. 

Not all the horses Hamilton backs win. In 
2014, he donated the maximum $5,200 to 
longshot congressional candidate Rhonda 
Sivarajah, chairwoman of the county board 
that grave Kysylycyzn its business. 

Kysylycyzn rejects the claim his paper’s 
a Republican outlet. He “regularly” prints 
pieces by Democrats like Rep. Carolyn Laine 
(DFL-Columbia Heights). 

Not that she has anything to do with it. 
Laine says Kysylycyzn just takes emails she 
sends to constituents and reprints them as 
op-eds. Legislators get his little newsletter 
delivered, free and unsolicited, at the Capitol.

“It’s definitely a person’s blog,” she says, 
though it’s legally “considered a newspaper.” 

Lastyear, Laine authored abill that would 
mandate counties givingtheir public notice 
business to the newspaper with the highest 
circulation within that “political subdivi¬ 
sion.” She wrote it in response to Kysylycyzn 
winning Anoka’s contract. 

“He’s getting financing for his private 
work, via becoming a legal 'newspaper,”’ 
Laine says. “It’s an interesting way to do it. 
But it’s not what [the legislature] meant.” 

What they meant, when Minnesota 
passed the law in the 1890s, was to inform 
the public — for the first time ever — what 
government was up to. 

And so it is in Anoka County. If you want 
information about your government, and 
the depths it will sink to to cut its budget, 
spend the three and a half minutes it takes to 
breeze through the Anoka County Recorder. 

You can subscribe for home delivery for 
just $100 ayear, check or money order. Cop¬ 
ies are also available for free at the Anoka 
County government center and the Minne¬ 
sota State Capitol, where they keep showing 
up, even if no one’s asking for them. Check 
the recycling bin. 03

THE HUMAN BLOCKADE 

WHY THIS NICE MAN WANTS OUTSTATE MINNESOTA TO LOATHE US

ast time Minnesota voted in a gen¬ 
eral election, Kurt Daudt had one 
hell of a week. 

Republicans in the Minnesota 
House won back control of the chamber 
in a stunning upset. They did it using his 
playbook. 

While dazed Democrats tried to figure 
out how they got their asses kicked, Daudt 
was voted Speaker of the House, argu¬ 
ably the second most powerful position 
in the state. 

The 41-year-old accepted the post 
during a morning press conference on 
November 7,2014. He looked like a hand¬ 
some high school senior who’d just won 
a debate trophy. The newly pressed suit, 
the crisp white shirt and conservative tie, 
the blushing grin. You couldn’t help but 


like the guy. 

That Daudt was being publicly acknowl¬ 
edged by his conservative peers had to 
be especially gratifying. A year earlier, 
a roomful of Republicans wondered out 
loud whether he was fit to lead at all. 

The lack of confidence had little to do 
with Daudt’s political bona fides. After all, 
he was a wunderkind from the one-street 
town of Crown who, after completing his 
first term in 2012, was dubbed “A Legisla¬ 
tor to Watch” by Politics in Minnesota. 
Then, after being fast-tracked to minority 
leader in 2013, he made his bones thwart¬ 
ing a hike in the state minimum wage and 
blocked a DFL-sponsored, $800 million 
capital investment bill. 

But a few months after the session ended, 
he got arrested in Montana — and decided 


not to tell anyone about it until a TV sta¬ 
tion unearthed the story. 

It was a clown show tailor-made for 
TMZ. Daudt and a 24-year-old “buddy,” 
Daniel Benjamin Weinzetl, drove to Big 
Sky Country to buy a vintage Ford Bronco 
from a guy named Brock Roy. Apparently, 
the gents disagreed on the condition of 
the vehicle and got in a shouting match; 
at some point, Weinzetl went back to 
Daudt’s car to retrieve the representa¬ 
tive’s loaded handgun. (Daudt carries an 
A+ rating from the NRA.) 

Weinzetl pointed the gun at Roy and his 
family, then he and Daudt left the scene. 
Montana cops caught up with them, pinned 
three felonies on Weinzetl, but eventually 
let Daudt go without charges. 

“I don’t know that necessarily it was 


that big of a deal,” Daudt told the press 
after the story broke. “But I don’t always 
get to decide that, I guess.” 

Big deal or not, Daudt’s failure to come 
clean from the outset motivated GOP 
activists to gather for a no confidence 
vote. Daudt, having found out about the 
meeting in the nick of time, showed up 
unannounced. Hat in hand, he convinced 
the group to not pass judgment. 

A St. Paul lobbyist isn’t surprised the 
former car salesman managed to talk his 
way out of trouble. 

“He really is a talented, charismatic 
character. He’s articulate. He’s energetic. 
And, best of all, when he talks to you — 
whether you agree or disagree with what 
he’s saying—he makes you feel like you’re 
the youngest, prettiest person in the room.”

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As with George W. Bush, friends and 
foes agree Daudt is one of those characters 
with whom they can see themselves shar¬ 
ing a beer. He knows it. When chatting up 
voters, he focuses not on his ambitions, 
but on their wants and needs, challenges 
and fears. In press appearances he reliably 
talks about the need for common sense 
and open-mindedness. And, like Bush, 
he faithfully serves a party that demands 
unwavering fealty. 

“Look, the guy is very, very conserva¬ 
tive. And he serves at the pleasure of his 
caucus,” says a GOP strategist who works 
closely with House Republicans. “But we 
didn’t choose him to be a firebrand. We 
brought him on board to deliver a message 
that will resonate with a blue-collar guy 
in Anoka or a mom in the suburbs. One 
that will make them think, 'Oh, he’s one 
of us. He’s a reasonable guy.’” 

D audfs first year wielding the speaker’s 
gavel started out with a bang. His par¬ 
tisan peers came to value him as a tena¬ 
cious negotiator. He exhibited a natural 
sense of when to give in, when to stand 
his ground, and how to unpack his posi¬ 
tions on MPR and Almanac. 

At one point early in the session, DFL 
Gov. Mark Dayton told a roomful of media 
jackals that he trusted Daudt more than 
Tom Bakk, his own party’s Senate major¬ 


ity leader. 

The 2015 session officially came to a dis¬ 
organized, uninspired end for both parties 
when they put off crucial decisions for a 
special session. During that brief negotia¬ 
tion in June, Daudt took full advantage 
of the linger¬ 
inguneasiness 
between Day- 
ton and Bakk, 
managing to 
get more tax 
cuts than Sen¬ 
ate Democrats 
would’ve liked, 
and ensur¬ 
ing lawmak¬ 
ers would go 
home to their 
districts with¬ 
out a sustain¬ 
able transpor¬ 
tation plan or 
a commitment to universal preschool, 
both priorities for the governor. 

A tactical pattern began to emerge. 
When talking to the press, the speaker 
emphasized cooperation and common 
sense. On the House floor and behind 
closed doors, however, he and his caucus 
— dedicated to cutting taxes and slashing 
budgets — would play disciplined defense, 
targeting “liberal” legislation designed to 


help children, families, and communities 
in need. 

Daudfs playbook was little more than a 
remedial recipe for gridlock, but Repub¬ 
licans were pleased to simply thwart the 
DFL, even if they could show no real tri¬ 
umphs of their 
own. 

_ “He just did 

very well with 
the constraints 
he’s had to 
deal with,” 
says former 
House Repub- 
lican David 
FitzSimmons, 
now chief of 
staff to Con¬ 
gressman Tom 
Emmer. “I just 
think he’s very 
deliberative. I 
think that’s a lot of his strength.” 

Yet on the first day of the 2016 session, 
Daudfs personal behavior again made 
for embarrassing headlines. Reporters 
learned that Daudt had been sued three 
times by credit card companies for over 
$13,000 in unpaid bills. 

He quickly settled the debts, which 
involved at least one creditor curiously 
dismissing its request for payment. Daudt 


held a press conference, claiming the expe¬ 
rience gave him a “real appreciation for 
the [financial] struggles Minnesotans have 
gone through.” 

The common-man shtick came off more 
as disingenuous spin than empathetic con¬ 
trition. Democrats gleefully noted that the 
self-righteous fiscal conservative, whose 
caucus loved to wag fingers at financial 
imprudence, couldn’t balance his own 
checkbook. 

The speaker’s reputation took another 
hit at the end of the 2016 legislative ses¬ 
sion when, for the second year running, 
lawmakers pushed essential negotiations 
off until the last minute. They failed to 
approve $1 billion in funding for bridges, 
roads, and transit. It was a colossal failure, 
even though both parties had previously 
said that passing a transportation-bonding 
bill was an election year goal. 

Negotiations ultimately collapsed when 
Republicans refused to approve money 
for metro light rail, jeopardizing $900 
million in federal funds that would only 
be released if the state ponied up as well. 

Leadership in both parties got ham¬ 
mered for bad time management. A few 
outstate columnists derided Dayton for 
his stubborn commitment to metro trains. 
But Daudt and his party also exposed the 
fundamental philosophy underlying their 
every block and tackle.

They were very good at bringing gov¬ 
ernment to a halt, but had few ideas of 
their own. 

“Daudt is very good at negotiating things 
to a standstill. But he’s yet to find common 
ground on anything that moves things 
ahead for Minnesota,” says Dan McGrath 
of the advocacy group Take Action Min¬ 
nesota, which concentrates on economic 
issues that affect health, wealth, and race. 

“In Minnesota, we like our Republicans 
reasonable-sounding. But the Republican 
base is anything but. They’re just happy to 
make sure the government doesn’t work.” 

It was a risky gambit. If conservatives 
lose the House next month, Daudt’s high¬ 
light reel will be picked over for culpability. 
If they win, the victorious speaker will be 
a frontrunner for governor. 

I t’s lunchtime and the speaker, along with 
a trio of young white male staffers, is 
waiting on the ripped-up fourth floor of 
the recently flooded State Office Building. 
Daudt stares ruminatively out a window 
overlooking the Capitol grounds. 

It’s a tad awkward, but not unfriendly. 
I can think of a dozen reasons the man in 
pressed jeans, blue blazer, tasseled shoes, 
and buffalo check dress shirt isn’t feeling 
especially gregarious. 

He’s already spent a long morning fun¬ 
draising and talking with media. After 
we’re done, he’ll leave for an afternoon 
of outstate campaigning and another 
fundraiser. Somehow, he got roped into 
talking with a metropolitan weekly that’s 
never been in the business of lionizing 
legislators. 

Still, the scene’s taciturn tone surprises 
me a bit, if only because I’ve looked for¬ 
ward to feeling like the prettiest person 
in the room. 

I was told I would have an hour, but 
Daudt suggests 20 minutes. I decide to 
table the standard profile BS and cut to 
the quick. 

Can Republicans hold the House? 
Daudt won’t get cocky. The House has

flipped in four of the last five elections. 
But he feels like Republicans’ central 
message — essentially, that Dayton is an 
out-of-touch elitist who needs a robust 
counterweight — is resonating. 

While he’s not sure how Donald Trump 
might play for the home team, Trump’s 
candidacy suggests people are angry, 
which usually augers against the party 
“in control.” 

“Trump is doing incredibly well out in 
greater Minnesota. Now is that because 
he’s ‘doing well’ or is it just that Hillary 
Clinton is so unpopular? I don’t know. But 
we shouldn’t ignore that Bernie Sanders 
and Donald Trump did incredibly well in 
the state. And they’re outsiders, they’re 
incredibly unconventional, and they’re 
seen as anti-establishment. That says a 
lot about the mood of the country.” 

Minnesota’s Grand Old Party was des¬ 
perate for a different brand of outsider 
after the 2012 election. After pushing 
unpopular amendments to ban same-sex 
marriage and require voter I.D., they lost 
their House majority and faced a unified 
DFL government for the first time in 22 
years. 

Burdened with a shallow talent pool 
and bleeding money, party leaders wisely 
decided that Daudt, a man of low profile 
and little baggage, could help while they 
regrouped. 

Daudt self-marketed as a small-town 
pragmatist who would fight to keep taxes 
low and subvert DFL shopping sprees. 

Democrats achieved a fair share of their 
goals over the next two years, including 
an anti-bullying law and the legalization 
of same-sex marriage and medical mari¬ 
juana. They were so successful, in fact, 
that they convinced themselves of their 
own invincibility. 
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Republicans began to forge a coun¬ 
terstrike to win back the House. They 
recruited talented candidates in 10 win- 
nable out-state races. Their mission: to 
convince farmers, small-town business 
owners, and beleaguered laborers that 
economic recovery had yet to crawl their 
way because Dayton and his tax-and-spend 
cronies cared only for the metro. 

One ubiquitous attack ad focused on the 
construction of a new, $90 million Min¬ 
nesota Senate Office Building (it actually 
came in under budget at $76 million). 

Despite the dire need for additional 
space in St. Paul, Daudt reveled in pointing 
out that the sticker price and frivolous 
amenities—three-story glass facade! Meet¬ 
ing rooms with theater seating! - were 
proof that cosmopolitan extravagance had 
again trumped the real needs of rural folk. 

After taking back the House, Daudt and 
his cohorts spent the early part of 2015 
using the imagery as a catapult, promis¬ 
ing that St. Paul was finally going to pay 
attention to outstate Minnesota. (Never 
mind that Senate Majority Leader Bakk 
hails from Cook, pop. 574.) 

Rep. Alice Hausman (DFL-St. Paul) says 
it amounted to a “regional war,” which 
had little to do with economic realities 
or her party’s priorities. 

Of Minnesota’s 87 counties, the seven 
forming the metro area generate 63 per¬ 
cent of the state’s revenues. Moreover, the 
DFL’s principal policies — health care, 
education, job training, and broadband 
access — don’t discriminate by address. 

When I mention to Daudt that I’d just 
seen a Republican ad featuring a picture 
of the Senate Office Building, he waves 
me off. “That’s not getting much traction 
anymore,” he says. “The number-one issue 
out there now is health care and the costs 
of health insurance.” 

Last month, the Minnesota Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce announced that about 
5 percent of the citizenry — who shop 
for individual health insurance policies 
through MNsure, the state’s insurance

coverage options, and pay hikes of between 
55 to 77 percent for the privilege. 

“It’s a real crisis,” Daudt says. “There are 
people who are really being hurt by this.” 

A self-insured freelancer, I nod and ask 
whether this will finally get Democrats 
and Republicans to sing Kumbaya. 

“We can work together, we absolutely 
can,” Daudt assures me. “But here’s what 
needs to happen: Democrats have to admit 
that there’s a problem. No Democrat yet, 
that I know of, has admitted that there’s a 
problem. I can’t believe that. I can’t believe 
that nobody is writing about that.” 

It’s a confounding argument. The morn¬ 
ing we spoke, both parties were already 
on full alert over the problem. Yet Daudt 
seems more interested in scoring political 
points than discussing solutions. He also 
conveniently omits the fact that Republi¬ 
cans have spent the past six years trying to 
sabotage the Affordable Care Act (better 
known as ObamaCare), while offering 
nary an alternative. 

I ask what Daudt would do to solve 
the problem. He’s not sure — maybe shift 
people to a federal exchange — but points 
out that Minnesota had the best insurance 
in the country before the president mucked 
things up. If he were king for a day, he’d 
have us go back to the “way it was.” 

This, of course, ignores the fact that 
when Obama was running against John 
McCain, both parties agreed the health 
care system was untenable. Premiums 
were skyrocketing at double-digit rates, 
and many of the working poor didn’t have 
insurance at all. 

No matter. That was then. This is a dif¬ 
ferent election. 

A few days later, Republicans will pro¬ 
pose eliminating MNsure and shifting 
people to a federal exchange. They also 
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propose saving $22 million by cutting taxes 
currently used for MNsure. 

None of these fixes address the funda¬ 
mental issue of rising health care costs. 
They’re also tinted with an "I told you 
so” tone that’s unhelpful and inaccurate. 

It was the Democrats, after all, who 
convened a task force to fix MNsure last 
January. Republicans summarily rejected 
its proposals, ignoringthe pending emer¬ 
gency. Daudt believes reconvening that 
group will only “smooth over” the problem, 
which is that health insurance reform 
is a failure. 

A s we go back and forth, Daudt is unerr¬ 
ingly collegial. He clearly believes, 
as one DFL lobbyist notes, that he’s the 
smartest guy in the room. 

But he works hard not to condescend. 
He tends to try out various lines of argu¬ 
ment, which comes across as unconsciously 
halting and purposefully evasive. He has 
yet to get his mojo working the way I’ve 
heard him do before a hot microphone. 

Take economic development in the 
Minnesota countryside. 

“To me, this stuff is really simple,” he 
explains. “If Minnesotans make more 
money, the state is going to benefit from 
that. We’re going to have more revenue 
coming in. So it’s kind of a ‘raise the level 
of the water and all boats float higher.’ 


That’s our philosophy.” 

And how will this be accomplished? 

“Well, that’s where it becomes a little bit 
more difficult, because the philosophy of 
the governor and the progressives — kind 
of the Minneapolis and St. Paul Democrats 
— is different than ours. They think that 
raising the wage to $15 an hour is some¬ 
how going to help everybody. But what 
you’re doing 
is eliminating 
jobs that are 
below $15 an 
hour. You’re 
not necessarily 
moving every¬ 
body up to $15. 

For instance, 
grocery stores 
aren’t going 
to have high 
school stu¬ 
dents stocking 
their shelves 
anymore.” 

What I’m 
looking for, of course, are specifics — a 
program, an initiative, an actual idea. This 
is not the stuff Daudt will provide. Within 
the art of contemporary Republicanism, 
his job is to tell you what won’t work, 
then pivot to criticism of how the other 
side isn’t making progress. 


Daudt pontificates about red tape and 
needless bureaucracy, stuff that makes 
for great bumper stickers and 20-sec- 
ond sound bites. Who hasn’t wanted to 
start a revolution while standing in line 
to get a license or a building permit? 
Still, it’s not entirely clear how reduc¬ 
ing paperwork will lead to an economic 
boon for Brainerd. 

One of my 
goals was to 
discover what 
makes Daudt 
tick. While 
general con¬ 
sensus says 
the speaker 
is hard-work¬ 
ing, amicable, 
and talented, 
there’s less 
agreement on 
what he actu¬ 
ally stands for. 

As the clock 
winds down on 
our time together, Daudt is unwilling or 
unable to go down that road. So I shift to 
transportation. Specifically, Southwest 
Light Rail Transit (SWLRT), which, if 
Republicans retain control of the House, 
promises to once again be a contentious, 
potentially crippling issue next year. 


G iven Daudt’s rural strategy of divide 
and conquer, Republicans’ objection 
to SWLRT makes sense, if only as a naked 
political tactic. The basic argument: While 
rural roads and bridges fall apart, and small 
towns suffer, Dayton plays with fantastic 
toys that no one will ride. 

Most egregiously, outstate Minnesotans 
get stuck with the tab. 

This too is a few shades short of the 
truth. Earlier this year, Dayton and the 
Senate proposed a metro-only sales tax to 
pay for light rail expansion. Another part 
of the plan provided long-term funding 
for roads, bridges, and greater Minnesota 
transit. 

Writing in the Star Tribune, Dave Van 
Hattum, a lobbyist for Transit for Livable 
Communities, unmasked the hollowness 
of Daudt’s play. 

“How much state money was at stake 
in the debate over Southwest light-rail 
funding?” Van Hattum asked. “Essen¬ 
tially zero.” 

Groups like Hattum’s speak for residents 
and businesspeople already losing time 
and money on the metro’s maddeningly 
inefficient highway system. 

When a city lacks 21st-century ame¬ 
nities, it’s simply harder to recruit for¬ 
ward-thinking companies and employees 
to the state. Lower-income residents in 
second- and third-ring suburbs can’t get 
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to jobs across town. Suburban companies 
struggle to lure young professionals who 
live in the city. 

It’s soon to get worse. In the coming 
decade, another 10,000 people will share 
these roads. 

The quest for relief is bipartisan, stretch¬ 
ing from the employee breakroom to the 
executive suite. 

Yet metro business leaders were vexed 
during the last legislative session. Faced 
with overwhelming data supporting rail, 
Daudt’s caucus insisted on turning it into 
a purely partisan issue. 

“Sadly, the Republicans’ objection to 
light rail is about politics, not the future 
economic prosperity of the state,” says 
Hennepin County Commissioner Peter 
McLaughlin. “This doesn’t boil down to 
a huge partisan issue in other states — 
Denver, Dallas, Salt Lake City. But here 
Daudt and the Republicans are using it 
to pit metro voters against rural voters.” 

Eden Prairie Mayor Nancy lyra-Lukens, 
whose suburb sits on the planned South¬ 
west line, is befuddled by the gamesman¬ 
ship. 

“We do a community survey every year. 
And the percentage of residents that are 
favoring light 
rail is hover¬ 
ing around 80 
percent. Daudt 
has said that 
the commu¬ 
nities along 
the Southwest 
rail line don’t 
really support 
it. That’s what 
he hears from 
his political 
supporters, I 
guess. But it’s just not true. He’s just not 
paying attention to the facts.” 

Daudt is unmoved, even when I note that 
Eden Prairie isn’t exactly a haven for big- 
government liberals. His objections, frankly, 
are a little hard to follow — a combination 
of incoherent data points and denial. 

Asked if he thinks rail could be eco¬ 
nomically beneficial, he says yes, but then 
complains about Dayton sneaking rail into 
the transportation bill at the 11th hour. 
He says the routes don’t make sense, the 
trains won’t reach those most in need. 

When asked about the risinguse of mass 
transit — the system had record ridership 
in 2015 — he invites me to look out the 
window. 

“I can sit right here and watch that 
train go by and I can see that it’s empty. 
Every day. Every day. It’s kind of a joke 
around here. People will say, 'Oh, yeah, 
I was sitting at the stoplight watching 
the train go by, and there were 7 people 
on the train.’ And it holds 280 people.” 

What he doesn’t note is it’s the middle 
of a workday and the legislature isn’t in 
session. 


“I want to see a comprehensive plan. 
And I don’t want the tail wagging the dog. 
I want it to be driven by us looking at 
every option.” 

Mayor lyra-Lukens is nonplussed: “The 
Met Council has exhaustively studied this 
issue. For any legislator to say they don’t 
have enough information is disingenuous. 
Either they’re saying that because you 
don’t want to make a decision, or they’re 
not doing their job.” 

A fter talking for nearly 25 minutes, 
the speaker wants to wrap it up. I 
ask what attracted him to public service 
in the first place. 

“If you want to talk a little bit more 
about me, we can push things five minutes 
or something,” he says with a congenial 
chuckle, easing back into his chair. 

The mood shifts. Daudt becomes 
noticeably calmer, less combative, more 
in command of his material. His answers 
have just the right mixture of spontane¬ 
ity, reflection, and polish, which makes 
sense. I’ve read most of them in one form 
or another in profiles written over the 
past six years. 

“I’m just the kind of person and per¬ 
sonality that 
when I get into 
something, I 
just throw 
myself into 
it — whether 
it be at my 
church [Mis¬ 
souri Synod 
Lutheran], my 
jobs, anything,” 
he says. 

We talk 
about the 
responsibility of being speaker and chat 
about his relationship with Dayton, which 
has gotten a bit “volatile” as of late. 

“The governor too often gets into the 
mudslinging and name-calling. My style 
is, I don’t like that. I don’t think Min¬ 
nesotans like that. I don’t think people 
like it. So I stay away from that as much 
as I can.” 

I ask him what he loves most about 
the job. 

“I always describe legislatinglike golf. 
You go out on the golf course and you hit 
terrible shots, and you dribble it down the 
fairway and into the water and onto the 
sand most of the day,” he says. 

“And then a constituent comes in and 
they want you to do something or fix some¬ 
thing, and you get to help somebody. You 
get to make a real difference in someone’s 
life. It doesn’t happen often enough, but 
when it does happen it’s the fuel that keeps 
you going. It’s that one good shot. It’s what 
gets you coming back for more.” 

It’s true, I find myself thinking. If you 
don’t get to know him well, it’s hard not 
to like the guy. B3

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THE KITCHEN GRIFTER 

Nicholas Steffen’s tattoos tell the tale of restaurants that hired him. Their owners tell a different story.

N icholas Steffen has a 
lot of tattoos. In pho¬ 
tos on his Facebook 
feeds — Steffen has 
three, two of them with the 
secondary nickname “Skinny 
Hungry Man” — and Instagram 
account, Steffen proudly dis¬ 
plays a strong affinity for fast 
food, Doritos, and his ink, a lot of 
which identifies him as a Twin 
Cities local. 

There’s “Twin Cities” on one 
side of his neck. There’s a row 
of skyscrapers going around 
his neck, and beneath that, 
the famous Sculpture Garden 
Spoon and Cherry. And there, 
in the stem of the spoon, reads 
the word: “Travail.” 

That’s the one that caught 
Eddie Wu’s eye. 

Wu, owner of Cook St. Paul, hired Stef¬ 
fen to work in his kitchen as he staffed 
up before launch in 2014. It was a cha¬ 
otic time for Wu, who’d never opened 
a restaurant before, and he hired a few 
employees who were open about their 
criminal records. 

They weren’t the ones he’d come to 
regret. 

Wu says he’s gone “crazy investiga¬ 
tive journalist” on Steffen for the past 
two years, trying to learn more about 
his onetime hire. A couple weeks ago, 
he noticed the photo of this “Travail” 
tattoo of Steffen’s. 

Wu called Mike Brown, owner of Rob- 
binsdale’s esteemed Travail restaurant, 
and the two started matching stories. 

At Cook St. Paul, Steffen started out 
as a model employee. “He was a really 
good dishwasher,” Wu says. 

And sort of a friend. Steffen took Wu’s 
father-in-law, a huge hockey fan, to Min¬ 
nesota Wild games. Wu says Steffen was 
“heavy” about wanting to get in touch 
with his Korean roots. 

But about three weeks into the res¬ 
taurant being open, Wu noticed that a 
night deposit went missing. He chalked 


it up to the chaos of opening. 

Later, Wu would find online evidence 
of a Mall of America shopping spree Stef¬ 
fen took the very next day. Wu also says 
Steffen posted selfies flaunting stacks 
of cash. 

One night, Steffen came into the res¬ 
taurant when he wasn’t working. He 
left just as abruptly as he came, without 
saying goodbye. His sudden presence 
and disappearance were both unusual. 
When Wu started his closing routine, 
he realized that his laptop was gone. 
He questioned the two employees who 
were working that night, both of whom 
had criminal records. 

“They had all the right answers,” Wu 
says. 

He figured it had to be Steffen. Wu 
called him in to work a shift that he 
wasn’t scheduled for. When finally Stef¬ 
fen arrived, late, Wu questioned him. 
He had all the wrong answers. Wu fired 
Steffen, called the cops, and filed a report. 
Steffen was never arrested or charged. 

Since then, Wu has built up a fat file 
on his ex-employee. So has the state of 
Minnesota. Turns out, the employee who 
didn’t mention a criminal record had an 


extensive one, usually trafficking in the 
art of deception to take unsuspecting, 
trusting victims of their cash and stuff. 

In 2012, he met a 65-year-old man at 
a suburban Ramada hotel after the man 
responded to a Craigslist ad. Steffen sold 
$1,500 worth of Best Buy Gift Cards for 
$900. The man later discovered they had 
a combined 
balance of 
nearly zero. 

In 2014, 

Steffen 
again used 
Craigslist 
to advertise 
a St. Paul 
apartment 
for rent. He 
provided a 
tour to a woman interested in moving 
in, who noticed the place was clearly 
occupied. Steffen explained he was sub¬ 
letting, and his other tenants would be 
moving out soon. The victim inked a 
$1,250 check on the spot. But when she 
returned to move into her new home, 
she discovered that it had not in fact 
been vacated, and was occupied by two 


women. One of them told the 
victim that she had probably 
been swindled by her boyfriend: 
Nicholas Steffen. 

Steffen, 31, has faced criminal 
charges on 14 occasions, and 
been convicted of eight felonies. 

Wu claims Steffen also 
swindled Wu’s own father-in- 
law, bilking him out of $400 
in exchange for All-Star Game 
tickets that never materialized. 

Doug Flicker is one of the 
Twin Cities’ finest chefs, having 
owned Piccolo, a fine-dining res¬ 
taurant with national acclaim, 
for almost seven years. Flicker 
remembers hiring Steffen as a 
dishwasher about five years ago. 

“[Steffen] said he was in culi¬ 
nary school,” Flicker recalls, 
“but had to quit so he could take 
care of his sick grandmother. So 
it was like, 'Oh, what a sweet 

boy.’” 

Steffen worked diligently at Piccolo 
for eight or nine months, but almost 
immediately, things started going missing, 
Flicker says. An iPhone, a laptop, checks, 
a couple credit cards. Flicker intuited that 
it was probably Steffen, but he wasn’t 
willing to point fingers. “You don’t want 
to blame the 
dishwasher 
because 
he’s the 
dishwasher, 
you know? It 
was more 
like, 'Did I 
have $50 in 
my pocket 
or not?”’ 

By the 

time Flicker figured out what was hap¬ 
pening, Steffen was long gone. He had 
quit, citing a serious illness. 

Wu heard second-hand that, in addi¬ 
tion to his other ink, Steffen has been 
seen with a “Piccolo” tat. Flicker’s 
response: “Sweet!” (Wu, for his part, 
says he’s disappointed Cook St. Paul 
didn’t make Steffen’s tattoo list — that

he knows of.) 

On August 23, a teller at Citizens Bank 
in Robbinsdale called the Robbinsdale 
Police Department. A man was trying to 
cash a check from the business account 
of Travail, just down the block, but the 
teller noticed the handwriting didn’t 
match previous 
checks she’d seen. 

She called Travail to 
confirm the check 
was legit. 

While she was on 
the phone, the guy 
decided not to wait 
around, according 
to a police incident 
report, and made 
for the door. Local 
police contacted 
Brown, the Travail 
owner. 

Brown told them 

he’d hired Nicholas Steffen to work at his 
restaurant, but fired him in mid-August, 
after a chef informed him of Steffen’s 
modus operandi: He was a hard worker 
who would “befriend you and once you 
got comfortable with him, he would then 
steal from you,” according to the report. 

Brown reported that someone had 
tripped the restaurant’s alarm system 
early on August 23, the same day as the 
aborted check-cashing. Brown later

discovered a laptop 
was missing. So were 
three business checks; 
the number of one 
matched the check that 
the bank teller called 
the restaurant about. 
Brown later identified 
Steffen as appearing 
on the bank’s surveil¬ 
lance tape alongside 
an accomplice. (Brown 
declined to be inter¬ 
viewed for this story, 
citing a pending inves¬ 
tigation.) 

According to 
the St. Paul Police 
Department, Steffen 
was hired on at the 
Uptowner on Grand 
Avenue on September 
9 of this year as a dish¬ 
washer. By September 
11, the Uptowner had 
called the police to 
report the theft of a 
combined $700 in 
cash from two sepa¬ 
rate employees’ purses; 
another employee had 
noticed Steffen going 
into an area where employees kept their 
personal belongings. According to a police 
report, Steffen admitted to stealing the 
money. 

Then he fled. The money was never 
recovered. 

On October 3, while City Pages was 
researching this 
story, Steffen was 
picked up for vio¬ 
lating probation 
stemming from his 
December 2014 
conviction for the 
apartment rental 
bait-and-switch. 
(Steffen had been 
skipping mandatory 
drug tests during 
much of 2015.) The 
violation landed him 
a 14-month stint in 
prison; pending 
charges from any of his string of alleged 
restaurant thefts have not been filed. 

Says Flicker: “He’s a really good thief. 
I hate to say that I have a level of respect 
for that kind of thing, but he’s fucking 
good.” 

Steffen’s pulled off his best schemes in 
person. He’s less successful online. He 
now has a fundly.com crowdsourcing 
account to help raise $42,000 for dental 
work. He’s raised 0 percent of his goal. B3

Although he’s not a household name 
in the United States, Dylan Moran 
has long been considered one of the 
funniest, most incisive comic minds on 
the international stage.

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ORIGINAL SIN 

The Birth of a Nation grapples with two pasts — the country’s and the filmmaker’s

B y now you’ll likely have heard of 
The Birth of a Nation, a retell¬ 
ing of Nat Turner’s 1831 slave 
revolt that’s made all manner 
of headlines this year. 

Written, directed, and co-produced 
by Nate Parker, who also plays Turner, 
the movie was acquired for a record- 
breaking $17.5 million after its buzzed- 
about premiere at the Sundance Film 
Festival in January. From there, critical 
acclaim and Oscar glory seemed all but 
assured. 

Then, in August, a different kind 
of headline emerged: Parker and his 
co-writer, Jean McGianni Celestin, had 
been accused of raping a fellow student 
while attending Penn State in 1999. (The 
case was a matter of public record, but few 
were aware of it.) Parker was acquitted, 
while Celestin was found guilty and later 
had his conviction overturned. Most 
troubling of all, their unnamed accuser 


took her own life in 2012. 

It falls on the public to tangle with 
the question of how — or even whether 
— to watch this movie. Woody Allen, 
Roman Polanski, and too many others 
have presented their fans with similar 
quandaries. But Parker doesn’t have 
the benefit of decades or even years of 
experience and goodwill that often inclines 
viewers to turn a blind eye to scandal and 
separate the artist from his work. 

It’s a conflict made especially difficult 
by the nature of this performance and 
the fact that he’s in almost every single 
scene. 

“You’re a child of God,” Turner’s father 
tells the boy (at first played by Tony 
Espinosa) at a pivotal moment early in 
his life. From this and a vaguely surreal 
religious rite Turner believes himself 
to be touched by God, a belief borne 
out by his exceptional intelligence and 
reading lessons from the woman who 
owns him. The books he gently touches 
in her library are beyond him, she says 


in the condescending tone specific to 
slaveowners in movies presented as 
slightly more enlightened by their peers. 
But there’s one that’d be just right for 
him: the Bible. 

Behind the camera Parker shepherds 
things along with a confidence belying 
his status as a first-time filmmaker, but 
in front of it he sometimes stumbles. The 
actor can be so fixated on portraying 
Turner the leader and preacher that he 
forgets to simply portray Turner the 
man. There are few everyday moments 
to contrast the grand speeches and calls to 
action, and little sense of what he might 
have been like to friends and family. 

You can see his inner conflict deepen 
from scene to scene as he slowly comes 
to accept that the only way out of this 
life is to rise up, though he knows that 
the loss of his own life — and those of 
his brethren — is likely. It’s as though he 
never has a choice. Hindsight in historical 
fiction inclines us to look at the events of 
the past as inevitable, even preordained,

and The Birth of a Nation regards Turner’s 
uprising not just as something that did 
happen but as something that had to 
happen. It was an inextricable chapter 
in America’s messy story. 

Turner is eventually spurred to action 
by a rape, as is too often the case in 
movies about great men righteously 
taking on their oppressors. The fact 
that this particular assault doesn’t 
correlate with the historical record 
has only intensified the controversy 
surrounding Parker and his film. In 
its graphic depictions of brutality and 
rousing battle sequences, The Birth of 
a Nation is not unlike Braveheart: the 
same sense of bloody grandeur, the same 
complicated grappling with the past. 
That it doesn’t get all its facts straight 
is troublingly apropos of a movie whose 
own story is still being written. B3

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A MODERN TRAGEDY 

A feminist slant takes Pericles into timely territory

W hen Michelle Hensley began 
making plans to adapt Peri¬ 
cles for her company, Ten 
Thousand Things, she didn’t 
know the Guthrie Theater would also 
swoop in and present Joseph Haj’s take 
on Shakespeare’s play One imagines that 
she also couldn’t have guessed that her 
Pericles would be presented during the final 
stretch of a presidential battle between the 
first female major-party nominee and a 
man who brags about assaulting women. 

That’s relevant because this is a point¬ 
edly feminist take on Pericles, complete 
with a revised final scene that has the 
goddess Diana (Karen Wiese-Thompson) 
lecturing the eponymous wanderer (Ansa 
Akyea) about the women he’s slighted along 
the course of his journey It’s not for purists, 
but it offers a provocative counterpoint to 
the unproblematic emotional apotheosis 
that Pericles gets in the standard script. 

Hensley, who enlisted playwright Kira 
Obolensky to help craft the new ending, 
also made substantial trims to bring the 
play down to two hours in length. The irony 


of Ten Thousand Things’ Pericles is that 
the production’s fleet-footed approach — 
as well as the casting of the sympathetic 
Akyea, whose face constantly signals 
emotional availability — actually makes 
Diana’s reprimand feel less justified than 
it would if the preceding scenes had been 
more conventionally presented. 

In the Ten Thousand Things version 
— staged in the round with house lights 
up, per the company’s norm — literal 
signposts mark the various destina¬ 
tions on the Prince of Tyre’s tortuous 
journey. Pericles finds and loses both 
a wife (Audrey Park) and a daughter 
(Tatiana Williams) while fleeing the 
wrath of Antiochus (Pearce Bunting), 
a king who’s been forcing his daughter 
(Maggie Chestovich) into his bed. 

Pericles could have done a lot more for 
that captive girl, Diana points out, as well 
as for Pericles’ own daughter, Marina, 
and his wife, Thaisa. Pericles (spoiler 
alert!) doesn’t even check Thaisa for a 
pulse before tossing her overboard at the 
behest of the superstitious sailors piloting 
the vessel where she seems to have died 
in childbirth.

Okay, sure, those were extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances. Diana might have more of a 
point regarding the daughter who Pericles 
not only drops off, in infancy, with two 
guardians of questionable character — he’s 
then happy to have Marina, as an adult, 
marry a guy (James Rodriguez) who first 
met her after paying to take her virginity. 

As all this plays out, performers run back 
and forth through the audience, often talking 
directly to individual audience members 
and occasionally slipping into anachronis¬ 
tic slang. Scenes tend to flyby, with actors 
jumping among characters, most notably 
Wiese-Thompson, who plays the story¬ 
teller Gower and also rotates among other 
personae so quickly that in one case, she 
actually changes character in mid-sentence. 

It’s an accessible and engaging approach 
to this play, which, as Shakespeare goes, 
isn’t exactly Shakespeare. While it might 
not be the Pericles you want, right now 
it might just be the Pericles we need. B3

goingbecause this 
was his dream.

Walking in the 
door, you instantly 
feel the level of 
care. The tile 
countertops. The 
chartreuse velvet 
sofas. The globu¬ 
lar lamps aside 
each bed. These 
details scream 
John Kuker. 

“One of the 
things that drives 
me is doing things 
to make him proud 
in the way he’d 
want them to 
be done,” adds 
Tveitbakk, who 
works as general 
manager and in-house engineer. “The last 
couple of months have been really difficult 
moving forward without him, but I feel 
so grateful for having been able to know 
someone like that. Just to be able to have 
that and carry it on, it feels really good.” 

John Kuker was a man who believed in 
the spiritual side of recording. He strove 
to create atmospheres, summoning energy 
from the ghosts of the room around him. 
That’s why he never invested in new fur¬ 
niture or equipment — he wanted pieces 
that contributed stories. 

“If someone is comfortable, it’ll be that 
much easier for them to get that good take 
or make that amazing record,” Tveitbakk 
explains. “Maintaining a positive atmo¬ 
sphere so people can be creative. That’s 
the biggest lesson he ever taught me.” 

Twin Cities drummer JT Bates has 
recorded at Pachyderm several times 
through the years. He became close 
friends with John Kuker over their 
mutual love of jazz. He’s spent plenty 
of days gazing across the grounds and 
divining inspiration. 

“It just has the most beautiful vibe,” 
says Bates, who led the house band dur¬ 
ing Pachyderm’s open house. “The thing 
about art and music that’s a little mysti-

L egends may never die, but 
they do haunt. 

In 2011, when sound engi¬ 
neer John Kuker purchased 
Pachyderm Recording Studio, the place 
was dilapidated to the point where 
it felt more like a flophouse than the 
storied environment where Babes 
in Toyland, P.J. Harvey, and Nirvana 
tracked albums in the ’90s. Squatters 
had taken up residence in the once- 
Kubrickian halls of the Cannon Falls 
property, and trees had grown 
into the picture windows and 
through the ceiling. 

The three-acre estate 
where Pachyderm sits boasts 
a scenic view of an old-growth 
forest and a trickling stream. 

On it are two buildings — a 
6,300-square-foot, five-bed¬ 
room house built as a vacation 
stop for the Mensing fam¬ 
ily in 1964, and a separate 
2,500-square-foot recording 
studio built by second owner 
Jim Nickel in 1988. The third 
owner, a mortgage broker 
named Matt Mueller, stopped 
looking after the buildings 
sometime after he sprung 
for Los Angeles in the 2000s. 

Eventually, Pachyderm was 
abandoned, sitting idly in the 
artistic wilderness for years. 

Kuker’s longtime protege Nick Tveitbakk 
oversaw the three-year remodel, work¬ 
ing to channel his confidant’s painstaking 
vision while Kuker worked at his other 
studio, Seedy Underbelly in Los Angeles. 
Tveitbakk had a set of photos from the 
house’s original opening in the 1960s and 
a mandate to make sure the work was 
done right. 

“It was a lot of really nice design features 
that need a lot of attention,” Tveitbakk 
says. “A lot of the work was really inspired 
by that original design but also how John 
saw things. Now it’s a nice hybrid of his 
vision and the way the house was when 
it was originally built.” 

The work on Pachyderm was nearly

complete in early 2015. The atrium and 
bedrooms had been redecorated with vin¬ 
tage furniture Kuker collected from eBay 
and secondhand shops, and he had a plush 
blue-and-navy retro-style rug installed. 
Other than that rug, almost none of the 
decor was new. Contemporary stuff didn’t 
vibe with the spirits Kuker hoped to evoke. 

“When you walk into the house, you 
walk into a time machine,” says Kuker’s 
brother, Matt. “It feels you’re walking into 
the 1970s.” 

Though some repairs — like the land¬ 
scaping and driveway — had to be triaged, 
Pachyderm was scheduled to reopen in 
June of last year. Tveitbakk was already in 
the studio tracking bands like Trampled

by Turtles and Norma Jean while Kuker 
worked in L.A., and the pair were eager to 
show off their revitalized sanctum. Tragi¬ 
cally, Kuker never made it back to Minnesota 
to see through that plan. 

On February 2,2015, Kuker was found 
dead at his California home, having suc¬ 
cumbed to a heart condition in his sleep. He 
was 40 years old, and though his passion 
project was close to finished, his calling 
was far from realized. 

“It was hard, but we’re getting through 
it,” Matt Kuker says, his voice weakening. 
“You always wanna watch after your little 
brother. As time goes, things are easier. We 
don’t forget about him, but accepting it is 
a little bit easier as time goes on.” 

After John Kuker’s death, stewardship 
over Pachyderm passed to Matt and his 
parents. Once the family sorted the legality 
of the estate, they decided the best way to 
memorialize John was to finish Pachyderm 
down to every exacting detail. They finally 
hit John Kuker’s standard of completeness 
this fall, and the Kukers and Tveitbakk 
celebrated on October 15 with an open 
house at the complex. 

“It felt like the right thing to do,” says 
Matt Kuker, who now serves as president 
of Pachyderm. “We knew we had to keep it

you sense a warm presence on Haley 
Bonar’s latest album, August’s critically 
lauded Impossible Dream, it’s Pachyderm 
seeping into the record. 

It’s inescapable. Pachyderm is a studio 
that engrosses. It is made of both wood 
and energies. A place whose influence is 
incorporeal and supernatural. As Bates 
puts it: “That place is just magical.” 

Outside the studio door, tacked up on 
the pastel ultra-shag on the wall, hangs 
a portrait of John Kuker. He sits on a 
gaudy sofa blissfully strumming a guitar. 
His presence emanates from that image 
to all corners of Pachyderm, the house 
and the studio. It’s in the fibers of the 
armchairs and the paint on the rafters. 
Were you to pick up one of the guitars 
and strum a chord, you could almost feel 
him there leaning in to listen. B3

cal is that collective energy. That energy 
doesn’t all go away. Some of it stays there 
and adds to the overall vibe.” 

Pachyderm doesn’t feel like it’s been 
renovated. There are new details, includ¬ 
ing the stone retaining wall and the trio 
of gilded elephants in the yard, but they 
integrate elementally with the throw¬ 
back surroundings. Pachyderm, in fact, 
doesn’t feel reopened at all. It feels like 
it never closed. 

More than that, the studio is in better 
shape than it’s ever been. John Kuker’s 
two studios in New York and L.A. have 
been closed, and all the gear, including 
an awe-inspiring array of microphones, 
was moved to Pachyderm. The new sound 
board — a vintage 1980s API that John 
Kuker scored in Europe — is live, and 
Tveitbakk has been happily at work. If

For the past decade and a half, M83 
have been about massive, breathtaking 
sheets of sound.

Increasingly, 
though, mastermind frontman Anthony 
Gonzalez’s individual songs are bringing 
M83 to a new level of popularity while 
retaining the project’s unique traits.

RUDRESH MAHANTHAPPA 

VIEUX CARRE, SUNDAY 10.23 
Alto saxophonist and composer Rudresh 
Mahanthappa, the newly appointed 
director of jazz at Princeton, is a musical 
alchemist. Not only has he devised a 
clever, innovative syntheses of the 
Carnatic music of his South Indian 
heritage and cutting-edge 21st-century 
jazz, he’s a premier progressive jazz 
master, combining intellectual curiosity 
and visceral thrills.

The depressing conversa¬ 
tion that every parent needs to have with 
their little girl about revolting, predatory, 
entitled men. The Trump Talk. 

MOTHER AND DAUGHTER 
DISCUSS ENRAGING REALITIES 

I’m sorry about what was done to your 
daughter, but I’m glad you were there with 
her when it happened. 

The author Kelly Oxford, in response 
to Donald Trump’s horrific comments 
about sexually assaulting women, called 
on women to tweet about their first assaults 
under the hashtag #notokay. Oxford’s post 
went viral, and I was struck by how many 
women were alone the first time they were 
assaulted. 

In fact, a lot of women I know were your 
daughter’s age the first time it happened

to them, but they were alone. Tragically, 
many assumed that they had invited this 
on themselves somehow, and most didn’t 
go to their parents for fear of getting into 
trouble. And when it inevitably happened 
again, some became convinced they were 
indeed to blame because they thought it 
wasn’t happening to anyone else, just them. 

So thank God you were there with your 
daughter, MADDER. And in that car ride 
home you inoculated your daughter with 
your message (you are a human being and 
you have a right to move through this world 
unmolested) before gross predators could 
infect her with theirs (you are only an object 
and we have a right to touch you). Every 
little girl should be so lucky as to have a 
trusted adult standingby ready to intervene 
when it does happen. 

Regardingyour suggestion, MADDER, 
I’ve received roughly 10 million emails 
begging me to do for Donald Trump what 
I did for Rick Santorum: My readers and I 
redefined santorum (“the frothy mixture of 
lube and fecal matter that is sometimes the 
byproduct of anal sex”) and some wanted 
us to do the same for Trump. People even 
sent in suggestions, but they all struck me 
as trivial and snarky—and I don’t think 
there’s anything trivial about the racism, 
sexism, xenophobia, anti-Semitism, and 
violence that Trump has mainstreamed 
and normalized.
